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The Coinage of Germany 
Part I: Before The 1871 Monetary Reform

German coinage has historically been marked by a bewildering 
lack of unity. Over the centuries, hundreds of authorities in dozens of 
principalities were busily issuing coins with no thought toward 
monetary standardization. Such was the case, in fact, until the German 
monetary reform of 1871 finally brought order to Germany's chaotic 
coinage. In this issue of New England World Selections, we will con- 
sider German coinage before the reform. In our next issue we'll look at 
coinage from the newly-standardized, post-reform period. 


German coinage is among the most confusing in ail of Europe. 
After all, until 1871, Germany was a confederation of several tiny 
principalities or states, each with its own license to mint coins. The 
result was hundreds of authorities producing coins under a be- 
wildering array of different standards. 


But confusion wasn't always the case. German coinage actually 
had a single origin under the firm control of the Saxon line of the Holy 
Roman Emperors. When central political control slipped, however, 
Germany's geographical location left her wide open to outside in- 
fluence. The result, by the 12th century, was chaotic coinage. The 
once-unified monetary system, which had been based on the silver 
denar, diverged into a series of silver pennies in the West, and 
bracteates in the East. These bracteates, in use from 1150-1350, were 
so thin and fragile that for a long time it was wrongly assumed that 
they could not have been a medium of exchange. Bracteates were so 
thin, in fact, that the design appears stamped on one side, with the 
reverse side an intaglio of the first. Typical designs were of various 
officials, saints, scenes from scripture, and architecture. Most 
bracteates available today are chipped or cracked. Specimens in 
Choice condition are difficult to find because of their extreme 
fragility. 


By the late 13th century, increased use of coins in society, 
growth of trade, and a general improvement of the economy made 
both these systems inadequate. The solution presented itself in the 
larger silver denominations and gold that the Germans encountered 
in the course of their trade. 


As silver tender, the Germans adopted the groschen, which, 
though widely accepted, suffered from the same lack of uniformity 
that plagued the rest of German coinage. Since by now no single 
authority could restore order to the German monetary system, 
various groups began to agree to strike coins of the same approx- 
imate weight, quality and design. 


Gold became widely accepted in Germany with the introduction 
of the Florentine florin, which eventually became naturalized as the 
gulden. The two names remained so interchangeable that even today 
the abbreviation “fl.” is used for the Dutch gulden. Gradually, 
though, the quality of the gulden grew so poor that the Venetian 
ducat took precedence, and eventually all German gold coins 
became known as ducats. 


By the mid-15th century, inadequate supplies of gold bullion 
laid the groundwork for a still-larger silver denomination, the taler. 
Because of this scarcity of bullion, gold issues of this period are quite 
rare today. 


The introduction of the taler marks the beginning of modern 
German coinage. For between the 16th and 18th centuries, talers 
benefitted from an increased use of machinery in minting. Flans 
became more compact and regular than in the past, Gothic script was 
replaced by Roman, and most coins were now marked with the date 
and their value. (Before 1500, dating of coins was very rare.) It also 
became typical to feature a portrait bust on the obverse with heraldic 
arms on the reverse. Many of these coins struck after 1600 are 
available today and are very desirable, particularly those struck be- 
tween 1600 and 1800. The talers of this period are distinguished by a 
particularly high standard of workmanship, intricate dye work, and 
imaginative designs. 


One interesting coinage quandry of this period was how to cope 
with titles. Over the centuries, German princes, dukes and other coin- 
issuing authorities had accumulated entire strings of titles, all of 
which appeared on many of the coin issues. Space limitations re- 
duced these titles to a series of initials — sometimes up to 40 initials 
per coin. 
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During this period, the Germans also began minting silver coins 
whose reverses commemorated notable events. This was the be- 
ginning of a German commemorative tradition that has remained ex- 
tremely popular to this day. In fact, over the years the Germans have 
struck more commemoratives than any other country and are 
credited with virtually pioneering commemorative coinage. 


Following the Napoleonic wars and the Congress of Vienna in 
1815, the number of individual coinages in Germany dwindled to a 
mere 30. And, by the creation of a German empire in 1871, that 
number was reduced, remarkably, to just about a dozen. This gradual 
consolidation was accompanied by greater uniformity of coin types, 
with individual state issues differing mainly in the portraits and coats 
of arms peculiar to each. Much of this early 19th century coinage also 
had a religious motif. The Madonna figure, for instance, was extreme- 
ly popular, especially among the Prussians. Also very common were 
remarkably detailed city-view coins like the distinctive 1841 
Frankfurt two taler piece. 


Until the 1871 German monetary reform, the various German 
states remained on a system based on talers, which were the 
equivalent of the U.S. dollar. Fractional talers, like the '/2 and '/. taler 
pieces were also used. Smaller denominations were called groschens 
or schillings. Some states also used the kreuzer which, around 1840, 
became the pfennig, the equivalent of the U.S. penny. These smaller 
denominations were largely interchangeable among the prin- 
cipalities. Gold was used during this period for 22, 5 and 10 taler 
pieces. Many principalities also continued to issue gold ducats, main- 
ly for international trade purposes. 


The taler system came to an end in 1871 when the Franco Prus- 
sian War resulted in the establishment of a German Empire with 
Prussia as its dominant principality. It was under the Prussian king 
that Germany finally adopted a standard monetary system and in- 
troduced the German mark. In our next issue of New England World 
Selections, we'll examine the modern coinage that has resulted from 
this transition.

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World Coin 
Commentary

The first shows and auctions of the New Year are over, and if they 
are any indication, world coins are destined to enjoy one of their most 
dynamic and exciting years. 


| believe the Swiss Bank Corporation Auction (Basel, Jan. 27-29, 
1981), will serve as a barometer for the foreign market's activity. 
Many price records were shattered during this three day auction, 
which was attended by most of the major dealers and banks in the 
world. 


One of the earliest surprises of the auction was lot #20, a Swiss 
1925 gold 100 franc in Mint State. The pre-auction estimated worth 
of this coin was $12,000. But after the bidding on the floor was over, 
this coin had realized over $20,000. The fact that high prices were not 
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confined to the very expensive coins was evidenced by the activity on 
the German talers of the 19th century. A relatively common Bavarian 
taler of 1809 in Mint State condition was estimated at $900, but 
realized over $2,100. This price is a reflection of an awakening 
awareness among European dealers and collectors of the importance 
of a coin’s condition. 


This appreciation of condition rarity was reinforced during the 
last session of the auction when a small number of early Spanish 
Proof coins was offered. Starting with lot #1522, a Spanish 1773 
8-reales in Proof was estimated at $2,700, but reached a record high 
price of $20,000. Similar high prices were enjoyed by Choice coins 
throughout the auction. Generally, the auction brought about 60% 
over estimated prices. 


We at New England have noticed a recent marked increase in the 
number of new world coin collector/investors. Many of these new col- 
lector/investors are converts from other collecting areas. A number 
of the new investors are being guided into this area by the much 
heralded “International Green Sheet.” 


With such activity as this, the prognosis for the world coin 
market is definite and clear. The market should enjoy a long and 
uninterrupted period of robust health. 


Glossary of German Numismatic Terms 
(Part I: Before the 1871 Monetary Reform) 


German numismatic terms used in the pages of New England World 
Selections are defined below. For an overview of German coinage 
before the 1871 monetary reform, see this month's feature article. 


Bracteate. A 12th century development of the earlier denar, 
bracteates were exceptionally thin and fragile. These coins feature a 
design on one side, with the reverse side an intaglio of the first. 

Ducat. Like the Florentine florin, the Venetian ducat greatly in- 
fluenced German gold coinage. Unlike the florin/gulden, though, the 
standard of the ducat remained high, and eventually all German gold 
pieces became known as ducats. 

Florin. A Florentine gold piece adopted in Germany around 
1300. The florin was faithfully copied in Germany until the end of the 
14th century, when quality dropped sharply. 

Groschen. A larger silver denomination adopted around 1300 
when the German monetary system outgrew a monetary system still 
based on the silver penny. 

Gulden. The accepted German name for the florin. 

Kreuzer. A small silver denomination used by some German 
states. Around 1840, the kreuzer became the pfennig, the equivalent 
of the U.S. penny. 

Mark. The standard monetary unit that replaced the taler after 
the German monetary reform of 1871. 

Pfennig. A silver denomination, roughly equivalent to the U.S. 
penny. 
Schilling. A smaller silver denomination in use with the taler. 

Taler. Larger silver pieces whose introduction in about 1500 
marked the beginning of modern coinage in Germany. The taler re- 
mained the basis for Germany’s monetary system until the monetary 
reform of 1871.
